cheapentog ot the crop, followed 
later by an increaae in priea. This 
means the atablliaing ot prtcee, 
which should redound to the bene- 
fit of producer and consumer alike. 

As Indicated, this one plan of the 
conference Is outstanding in its sig- 
nificance and Import and should 
produce far-reaching results. The 
conference did all in itg power to 
aaanre ita realisation even to set- 
ting a time in the near tutnra (or 
a second meeting ot the Orato Com- 
mittee and members vitally interest- 
ad in the marketlag proieet. and to 
securing for the expert and the 
committee the funds necessary for 
Initial and some subsequent needs. 
It Is evident from this brief sketch 
of the transactions that the confer 
eace "meant bu.-ilnpss." Othrr 
branches of rural activity besides 
grato marketing received serious at- 
taation, though no such far-reaching 
plans ware adopted for tha market- 
ing of live etoek. ot cotton, ot angar 
beets, of tobacco, of dairy prodoeto. 
of frulfrf and vegetables, of vrool, 
the deliberations resulting princi- 
pally in recommendations for the 
.stablishment of a larger number 
of warehouses, the granting of 
credit on stocks In warehouse?, and 
the avoiding of marketing under 
unfavorable conditions. It Is also 
aignltioant ot the attitude of the 
dtriagataa ttot they adopted a reso- 
lution opposing the Poindextar bill 
adopted by the Uiklted iStates Sen- 
ate, taking from the workers en- 
gaged in interstate and internation- 
al commerce the right to strike or 
even to advocate a strike or walk- 
out, thus going on record In sup- 
port of labor, ot the freedom of 
public discussion, and of the "un- 
aasailable individual and collective 
right to strike" under certain con 
diUona. 

These fkets may antfiee to sug 
gast the Importanea ot tto mora 
ment represented by the enofaranoa 
and the purpose of the bodies har- 
Ing delegates in attendance; they 
may also serve to draw to the at 
tentlon of our Catholic farmers the 
di'slrablllty of co-operntlon to such 
a dgeree a« i.>^ prudent. The move- 
ment can be gauged at ItH proper 
significance only if one realizes that 
the leaders and many of their in- 
terested followers are not adversely 
dtaposed towards the atolltion of 
the eapiUItotie system, aad the set 
ting nf in its place ot a system 
based on the prinelplas and prac- 
tices of co-operation. Ot eonrae the 
movement will go on its way re- 
gard h'.'js of participation or non-par- 
tlclpatlon by Catholics; but it seems 
to us that Catholic farmers and 
. | those Interested in their welfare are 
'missing an opportunity for co-oper- 
ating with legitimate endeavor^* di- 
rected towards the attainment of 
desirable ends, and for shaping and 
guiding theae endeavors to a man- 
ner compatible with sound social 
deetpiaan -It ft a fact that tinf 
are farmera' organisations which 
Catholics can not be advised to Join. 
But this can not mean that they 
should stand aloof entirely.

Oror fCorty oroamorleo, 
the co-oporatlTt fitato ot sroat aad 
small oommimttM fevllt by Irish 
farmers, have beea rased to the 
ground and the economic units they 
served have been' paralysed. Thou- 
pandA of workers have been thrown 
out oC employmeDt by the burning 
of factories and vcreamerles and in 
consequence of the generally dis- 
turbed conditions in Belfast alone 
80,000 of tbo sbnq^rd workers are 
on the Terge ot starratloa. fbe 
transportation sjkstem bsa broken 
down, so that it Is dittieolt to dis- 
tribute eren oddk supplies as are 
arallahle In Ireland. To meet this 
appalling situation, and to cope 
with it before It reaches a point 
where It may menace the very ex- 
istence of the Irish people, the 
American Coniniittpo for Relief in 
Ireland has been formed. This com- 
mittee is a non-polltlcal and non- 
sectarian body, solely humanitariaa 
In aim, wblab sottko tbo «o-operatioo 
ot all those la whom hamaa sntfor- 
Ing oTokos syoisathy. This Ameri- 
can commltteo ph>posea to sapply 
relief to the women and children in 
[relantf. without regard to political 
or religious distinctions, through 
trained relief workers, dl.striluitinK 
food.stuffs, clothing, building mate- 
rials and medical stores The suf- 
fering and the helpless in Ireland 
seek aid from \ merican people 
who hare never yet refused an ap- 
peal from the saffering aad help- 
less. TO relieve the bitter need ot 
Hio Irish peoplo» tbo nndorslgned 
thoretoro eoafldeatly appeal for aid 
to the humanity of America. There 
le little to add to the above, save to 
point out that Ireland Is virtually 
the only place in the world where 
the destruction of resources has 
been continuous. Today industry Is 
paralyzed In Ireland and the greater 
r)art of the able-bodies male popu- 
laMoa is loading a hunted and fugi- 
tive oalstoaoo. It present condi- 
tions continue naroliSTOd the Irish 
race la Ir^uid laesa Tirtyal anni- 
bllatioa. "W^'atil ooaai&rt that 
Americans ot m^tf aad creed 
will respond prttaipMf to avort the 
terrible fate menacing a people to 
whom they are so closely bound by 
ties ot kinship and of a common 
heritage."

This message to the 
Sinn Fein leader was sent by his 
secretary, Harry Boland, who i 
aounoed that Us ohiet had landed 
In Brin to direct the Iriah fight for 
Independence, after spending fifteen 
months In the United states. Ser- 
eral hundred sympathizers sur- 
rounded Mrs. MaeSwinry as she en- 
tered the pier to go on board the 
(teamship Panhandle State, bearing 
aloft the three-striped banners of 
Ireland's Republic. New York's 
fighting Sixty-ninth Regiment band 
serenaded her and the crowd sang 
Iriah airs.
